DESPITE  the  general  depression  of  trade  and  the 
financial  crisis  of  the  country,  the  Committee  of 
Management  are  able  to  report  to  the  Governors  of 
the  Hospital  that  support  has  been  maintained,  and,  although 
there  is  a  substantial  overdraft  at  the  Bank  on  the  General 
Account,  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
appeals  for  maintenance,  a  call  was  made  for  ^"15,000  for  the 
New  Extension  with  satisfactory  results.  The  Committee  feel, 
therefore,  that  when  the  present  difficulties  of  the  situation  are 
over  the  deficit  may  be  considerably  reduced,  if  not  entirely 
eliminated. 

The  Committee  are  grateful  to  all  those  who  have  assisted 
them  in  their  endeavours  to  make  the  work  of  the  Hospital 
efficient,  and  plead  for  a  continuance  of  that  support.

Hon.  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff. — T  he  Committee  have  to 
record  with  much  regret  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Jewell, 
O.B.E.,  M.D.,  B.S.,  Honorary  Surgeon  to  the  Ear,  Nose,  and 
Throat  Department  of  the  Hospital,  which  occurred  in  August 
last.  Mr.  Jewell  was  appointed  in  1920,  and  gave  very  valu¬ 
able  services  to  this  particular  department.  The  vacancy  has 
been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  T.  E.  Cawthorne, 
F.R.C.S.,  of  Wimpole  Street,  W. 

Resident  Medical  Staff.  — Dr.  Isador  Sherman  and  Dr. 
Harry  Simmons  have  been  appointed  to  succeed  Dr.  S.  J. 
Segalov  and  Dr.  W.  M.  Martin  respectively. 

Opening  of  Extension. — As  stated  in  the  Report  of  last 
year,  an  Extension  Fund  appeal  was  launched  to  raise  a  sum 
of  ^715,000  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  an  additional 
building  to  provide  a  new  Operating  Theatre  and  X-Ray  and 
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Pathological  Rooms,  together  with  eight  observation  beds — 
two  of  which  are  being  used  by  patients  who  are  willing  to  pay 
for  extra  accommodation.  This  appeal  met  with  great  suc¬ 
cess,  and  the  Committee  are  happy  to  announce  that  nearly  the 
whole  amount  has  been  raised.  The  new  building  was  opened 
on  October  20th  by  the  Marchioness  of  Cambridge,  supported 
by  the  President  (Sir  John  Archer,  K.B.E.,  J.P.)  and  Lady 
Archer,  and  the  ceremony  was  witnessed  by  about  420  Governors 
and  friends.  The  facilities  afforded  by  the  Extension  greatly 
improve  the  efficiency  of  the  Hospital,  and  increase  the  accommo¬ 
dation  to  103  beds,  including  six  for  emergencies. 

Chairman. — The  next  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was 
the  resignation  of  our  Chairman,  Mr.  S.  W.  Gladwell,  after  a 
service  of  seven  years.  During  that  time  many  developments 
have  taken  place — the  Extension  of  the  Mary  Adelaide  and  Cam¬ 
bridge  Wards  in  1926,  the  building  of  the  new  Operating 
Theatre  and  other  Departments,  the  foundation  of  the  Almoner’s 
Department,  the  establishment  of  the  Hospital  Library  and  the 
Canteen  in  the  Out-Patients’  Department,  the  Ladies’  Pound 
Day  Committee,  the  recognition  by  the  Local  Authorities  of  the 
Hospital  under  the  Pub.ic  Health  Act,  1925,  the  establishment 
of  the  Superannuation  Scheme  for  Nurses  and  Officers,  the  re¬ 
organisation  of  the  Letters  of  Recommendation  system,  the 
linking  up  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Nursing  Division  with  the 
Hospital,  the  establishment  of  the  Ladies’  Working  Party,  and 
the  raising  of  the  Income  from  ^8,000  in  1925  to  ^16,000  in 
1931. 

The  best  thanks  of  the  Committee  and  the  Governors  of  the 
Hospital  are  due  to  Mr.  Gladwell,  and  the  Committee  desire  to 
place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  the  great  benefits  ren¬ 
dered  to  the  Hospital  under  his  leadership. 

Training  Department. — The  Class  Room  which  is  equipped 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  General  Nursing 
Council  and  which  was  opened  in  1926,  has  been  con¬ 
siderably  enlarged,  thus  giving  greater  facilities  for  Lec¬ 
tures  and  for  classes  in  Practical  Nursing.  Other  special 
training  advantages  are  available  owing  to  the  addition 
of  the  very  modern  Operating  Theatre  and  Observation 
Wards. 

A  Library  of  Nursing  Text  Books  has  been  opened  for  the 
use  of  Nurses  studying  for  the  State  Examinations.  This  is 
as  yet  in  the  early  stages.  Several  valuable  books  have  been 
presented. 

Lectures  given  during  the  past  year : — Medical  Lectures  by 
Dr.  T.  A.  Matthews,  12;  Surgical  and  Gynaecological  Lectures 
by  Mr.  J.  W.  Heekes,  16 ;  Anatomy  and  Physiology  by  Mr. 
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J.  W.  Heekes,  30 ;  Hygiene  by  Dr.  C.  S.  Brebner  (Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Richmond),  10 ;  Nursing  Lectures  and 
Practical  Classes  (Senior  and  Junior  Nurses)  by  the  Matron,  50. 
Written  and  Oral  Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each 
course  of  lectures  and  prizes  are  awarded.  State  Examina¬ 
tions  :  Four  Senior  Nurses  have  entered  for  the  Final  State 
Examinations  and  qualified;  ten  Junior  Nurses  entered  for  the 
Preliminary  Examination,  of  which  six  were  successful ;  four 
failed  in  one  subject,  these  will  re-enter. 

The  Nursing  Staff  now  number  42:  Matron,  one  Assistant 
Matron  (also  in  charge  of  Operating  Theatre),  one  Housekeep¬ 
ing  Sister,  one  Night  Sister,  five  Day  Sisters,  six  Staff  Nurses 
(day  and  night  duty),  and  28  Probationers  in  training. 

A  very  attractive  Hospital  Badge  has  been  designed  and 
made.  The  badge  is  given  with  the  Hospital  Certificate  on  the 
completion  of  training. 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff,  and  to  Dr.  C.  S.  Brebner,  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  for  the  splendid  work  they  are  doing  in  giving  the  neces¬ 
sary  lectures  and  holding  examinations. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  Miss  M.  Scott  Riddell,  A.R.R.C., 
who  conducts  examinations  at  intervals  on  the  lectures  given  on 
the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Nursing. 

Massage  and  Electro=Therapeutic  Department. — Through 
the  generosity  of  Brig. -General  the  Hon.  Robert  White,  C.B., 
D.S.O.,  and  the  efforts  of  the  Pound  Day  Committee  and  many 
other  kind  friends,  it  has  been  possible  to  increase  the  facilities 
of  this  department  by  the  purchase  of  up-to-date  apparatus. 

Library. — Through  the  kindness  of  the  Richmond  Borough 
Library  Committee,  an  excellent  library  has  been  formed  at  the 
Hospital  for  the  use  of  the  patients.  Towards  the  cost  of  books, 
&c.,  a  generous  gift  of  £A0  has  been  received  from  the  British 
Red  Cross  Fund.  This  privilege  is  much  enjoyed  and  appre¬ 
ciated  by  the  patients,  and  the  Committee  desire  to  express 
their  thanks  to  all  who  have  made  it  possible. 

Canteen. — The  Committee  have  installed  a  canteen  in  the 
Out-Patients’  Department,  which  has  been  very  much  appre¬ 
ciated,  and  they  extend  their  grateful  thanks  to  Miss  Stephens 
and  her  band  of  willing  helpers  for  their  kind  services  in  adminis¬ 
tering  to  the  wants  of  the  patients. 

Fire  Drill. — The  Committee  record  with  appreciative  thanks 
the  valuable  services  rendered  by  the  Chief  Officer  of  the  Rich¬ 
mond  Fire  Brigade  and  his  assistants  in  carrying  out  Fire  Drill 
for  the  Staff  during  the  year,  and  the  examination  of  fire 
hydrants  and  appliances.

PATHOLOGICAL  REPORT. 

Number  of  Specimens  examined  in  1931  .  860 

’  The  work  of  the  Pathology  Department  again  shows  a  marked  increase 
on  the  previous  year.  The  New  Laboratory  opened  in  the  Extension  is  now 
adequately  spaced  and  equipped  to  cope  with  the  work,  which  is  likely  to 
increase  yet  further.  To  meet  this  some  technical  assistance  has  been 
obtained.  Work  is  also  being  undertaken  for  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ments  of  Richmond  and  Feltham.  Other  districts  have  been  invited  to 
make  use  of  these  facilities.

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Lady  Almoner’s  Report,  1931. 


Once  again,  at  the  beginning  of  another  year,  I  review  the 
work  of  the  last  twelve  months.  It  is  a  pleasing  task,  because 
one  feels  that  as  the  Hospital  work  has  increased,  so  has  that  of 
the  Social  Service  Department. 

It  has  been  possible  to  assist  many  patients  by  linking 
them  up  with  suitable  outside  funds  which  are  able  and  willing 
to  help  them.  It  is  with  this  end  in  view  that  I  welcome  the 
formation  of  a  local  branch  of  the  National  Council  of  Social 
Service,  which  is  a  co-ordinating  body  that  seeks  to  unite  all 
bodies  who  are  working  with  a  common  aim,  and  so  avoid  over¬ 
lapping. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  owing  to  co-operation 
with  outside  agencies,  over  £300  was  raised  last  year  from 
these  alone  to  enable  patients  to  have  special  treatment  in  the 
way  of  surgical  appliances,  convalescence,  dentures,  &c.  In 
all,  £526  was  raised  for  this  purpose,  the  balance  being 
paid  by  patients  themselves  in  small  instalments,  except  for 
£41,  which  was  given  by  the  Samaritan  Fund.  This  is 
a  small  fund,  distinct  from  the  general  funds  of  the 
Hospital,  administered  by  the  Almoner’s  Department,  sup¬ 
ported  by  those  who  are  interested  in  its  work,  and  used  en¬ 
tirely  on  behalf  of  those  patients  who,  without  help,  are  too  poor 
to  benefit  from  the  treatment  recommended.  It  is  a  very  small 
fund  and  greater  demands  are  being  made  upon  it  as  the  work 
increases  and  times  are  hard.  All  gifts  to  it  will  be  gratefully 
accepted. 

It  has- been  possible  to  help  at  least  354  patients  in  special 
ways,  an  increase  of  115  on  last  year.  125  of  these  have  been 
convalesced  or  sent  to  orthopaedic  or  special  institutions,  and 
instruments  have  been  obtained  for  180  patients.  In  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  above,  gifts  of  Convalescent  and  Royal  Surgical 
Aid  Society  “letters”  from  the  Treasurer  and  others  have  been 
of  much  assistance.  Convalescent  treatment  is  being  increas¬ 
ingly  recommended  by  the  Medical  Staff  to  speed  recovery,  par¬ 
ticularly  for  In-patients  after  operative  treatment  or  severe 
illness,  and  gifts  of  “letters”  or  money  to  enable  those  who 
are  not  insured  or  members  of  Hospital  Contributory  Schemes 
are  very  acceptable. 


Hospital  Contributory  Schemes. — I  mention  these  because 
they  are  becoming-  an  important  source  of  income  to  Hospitals. 
If  organised  efficiently,  they  are  a  system  of  insurance  for  the 
patient  and  his  dependents  for  good  and  bad  times,  and  at  the 
same  time,  I  think  it  can  be  fairly  said  that  in  most  districts 
they  benefit  the  Hospitals.  This  is  so,  particularly  in  times  of 
economic  depression  such  as  those  through  which  the  world  is 
passing  at  the  moment,  because  in  most  cases  the  members 
continue  their  small  weekly  or  monthly  subscriptions  to  the 
scheme,  even  though  they  fall  out  of  work,  and  would  in  the 
ordinary  way  be  unable  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  their 
treatment. 

During  1931,  2,302  patients  were  members  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  Saving  Association,  an  increase  of  352  on  1930.  The 
Association  contributed  ^2,087.  The  number  of  patients  who 
subscribed  to  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund  (which  has  recently 
come  under  the  category  of  a  Contributory  Scheme)  was  289, 
compared  with  242  last  year.  The  fund  contributed  p£442. 

Briefly,  the  principle  of  the  Almoner’s  Department  is  to 
help  people  to  help  themselves,  and  this,  with  special  reference 
to  Hospital  patients,  can  be  viewed  from  two  standpoints. 

First,  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  Hospital ;  to  avoid 
abuse  by  referring  those  patients  who  should  obtain  treatment 
through  other  channels  to  special  Hospitals  or  private  or  panel 
doctors,  etc. 

Second,  on  behalf  of  the  patients,  the  Almoner  endeavours 
to  make  the  best  use  of  the  Hospital’s  resources  by  explanation, 
and  often  gentle  persuasion  about  carrying  out  treatment,  be¬ 
sides  the  more  concrete  forms  of  after-care,  to  which  reference 
has  already  been  made. 

In  addition,  a  few  other  activities  might  be  mentioned  : — 

Applications  for  improved  housing  have  been  made  with 
moderate  success. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  District  Nurses  to 
visit  when  necessary. 

Massage  has  been  arranged  locally  for  patients  living  far 
from  the  Hospital.  In  one  case  a  girl  would  have  lost  her  job 
in  the  City  if  it  had  not  been  that  the  Almoner  was  able  to 
arrange  for  her  to  attend  a  Hospital  near  her  place  of  employ¬ 
ment. 

Much  work  has  been  done  in  the  Ophthalmic  Department 
by  co-operation  with  the  various  Voluntary  Associations  for  the 
Blind. 
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Cases  of  malajusted  and  difficult  children  have  been  referred 
to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  for  closer  investigation  and  care 
than  it  is  possible  for  a  small  General  Hospital  to  give,  and 
several  adults  have  been  referred  to  special  nerve  clinics  and 
treatment  centres.  The  Samaritan  Fund  is  often  called  upon 
to  help  with  fares  for  the  above. 

Reports  of  home  conditions  have  been  obtained  for  the  use 
of  the  Medical  Staff,  and  home  visits  have  been  paid  where 
possible. 

This  year,  7,555  new  patients  have  passed  through  the 
Almoner’s  Department,  an  increase  of  851  on  1930.  1,328  of 

these  were  In-patients  and  6,227  out-patients.  The  patients, 
together  with  the  Societies  and  employers  interested  on  their 
behalf,  have  contributed  ^2,716;  ^2,261  from  In-patients  and 
£46d  from  Out-patients.  Included  in  this  total  is  ^451  from 
Insurance  Societies  as  extra  benefit  for  In-patient  maintenance, 
and  £70  paid  by  Motor  Insurance  Companies  under  the  Road 
Traffic  Act,  1930.  It  should  be  mentioned  that  the  estimated 
cost  to  the  Hospital  for  patients  admitted  as  the  results  of  motor 
accidents  during  1931  was  £ 537 . 

Finally,  may  I  take  this  opportunity-  of  expressing  the 
Hospital’s  gratitude  to  all  who  have  so  kindly  co-operated  in 
the  work  of  the  Social  Service  Department  during  the  past  year.

LIBRARY  REPORT. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Richmond  Public  Library  Com¬ 
mittee  a  free  library  service  has  been  organised  for  the  patients 
in  the  Hospital.  A  batch  of  volumes,  to  which  others  have 
been  added  from  time  to  time,  was  deposited  at  the  Hospital, 
and  a  member  of  the  Library  Staff  calls  twice  a  week  to  push 
the  books  round  the  wards  on  a  trolley  for  the  patients  to  choose. 
This  service  has  been  very  warmly  welcomed  by  the  patients. 
Du  ring  March  66  volumes  were  issued,  but  in  December  the 
number  had  grown  to  208,  of  which  174  were  fiction,  three 
travel,  two  ghost  stories,  two  novels  in  French,  one  on  rail¬ 
ways,  and  26  children’s  books. 
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The  following  Table  gives  particulars  of  where  our  Patients 
come  from,  classified  under  the  districts  covered  by  the  various  local 
authorities;  the  numbers  treated,  the  average  cost  of  treatment,  and 
the  amount  of  contributions  received  to  the  nearest  £.

Early  in  the  year  Mr.  S.  W.  Gladwell,  having*  realised  what 
a  great  boom  it  would  be  if  the  Out-patients  waiting*  their  turn 
to  see  the  doctors  could  obtain  some  refreshment,  asked  Miss 
Sephens  to  do  what  she  could  to  start  a  Canteen ;  and  this  was 
done  with  the  help  of  several  friends,  and  the  undertaking 
has  been  a  great  success. 

At  present  the  Canteen  is  open  three  days  a  week,  and  two 
ladies  are  responsible  for  each  day  between  them  and  work 
together,  so  that  if  one  is  unable  to  attend  her  partner  can 
carry  on.  There  are  now  eight  helpers. 

The  work  goes  on  very  happily.  The  tea  service  is  attrac¬ 
tive,  the  tea  provided  out  of  teapots  instead  of  urns,  while  a 
gay  tea  cosy  was  presented  to  the  Canteen,  and  also  a  most 
useful  kettle  holder,  which  was  made  and  presented  by  a  grate¬ 
ful  customer.

HON.  CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 

Since  the  foundation  of  the  Hospital  the  Vicar  of  Richmond 
has  been  its  Honorary  Chaplain,  but  as  the  Hospital  is  actually 
situated  in  St.  John’s  Parish  the  Chaplain’s  work  is  shared 
between  the  clergy  of  the  Parish  Church  and  those  of  St. 
John’s.  They  take  alternate  months,  and  are  responsible  in 
their  months  for  regular  visiting  of  the  whole  Hospital  each 
week,  and  for  the  Ward  services  every  Sunday  afternoon.  By- 
means  of  the  telephone  the  Parish  Church  Clergy  are  always  at 
call,  and  frequent  emergency  visits  are  paid  by  them,  in  addition 
to  the  regular  ones.  They  also  administer  the  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  according  to  need  and  opportunity.  For  many  years  a 
large  share  in  this  work  has  been  taken  by  the  Rev.  E.  B. 
Beard,  who  has  now  become  Vicar  of  Ham.  His  services  will 
be  greatly  missed  at  the  Hospital.  The  Chaplain  desires  to 
place  on  record  his  appreciation  of  the  help  rendered  by  his 
Nonconformist  brethren ;  as  also  of  the  work  of  the  Rev.  Father 
Fitzgibbon  for  the  Roman  Catholics,  and  of  the  Rabbi  Ginsberg 
for  the  Jewish  patients ;  and  his  thanks  for  the  courtesy  and 
helpfulness  of  the  Hospital  Staff  which  greatly  facilitate  the

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Massage,  Electrical  and  Light  Department. 


Nine  years  ago  the  Massage  Department  started  with  five 
cases  and  no  apparatus.  During  the  year  1931-1932  there 
were  5,440  out-patient  attendances,  817  in-patient  treatments, 
and  391  fracture  cases.  Owing  to  want  of  room  it  has  been 
impossible  to  expand  or  to  have  instruments  other  than  those 
that  could  be  put  away  in  cupboards.  But  in  October  last  the 
X-Ray  Department  moved  into  the  New  Extension,  and  the 
vacant  room  was  given  to  us  for  a  Light  Department.  Owing 
to  the  generosity  of  Brig. -General  the  Hon.  Robert  White  the 
room  was  made  into  an  attractive  home  for  the  new  lamps 
and  instruments  supplied  by  Messrs.  Stanley  Cox,  of  Wardour 
Street,  and  purchased  by  the  kindness  of  many  friends,  led  by 
Mrs.  Walton,  Councillor  Mrs.  Ellen  Edwards,  and  Councillor 
H.  A.  Leon,  to  all  of  whom  we  are  more  than  grateful. 

Our  special  thanks  are  due  to  the  Matron  for  her  great 
kindness  in  advising  and  fitting  up  the  Department,  and  to 
Captain  Eden  for  all  he  has  done  to  get  everything  into  work¬ 
ing  order,  as  well  as  to  our  many  friends  who  have  helped  with 
gifts  and  sympathy. 

thus  is  now  a  joyous  department,  for  we  have  the  privilege 
of  bringing  to  completion  the  fine  work  of  the  Medical  staff. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  Infra-Red  Radiation  was 
a  regular  treatment  in  this  department  before  it  came  into 
general  use  in  London.

93.  In-Patients  may  be  visited  on  Sundays  and  Wednes¬ 
days,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  three-thirty  p.m.,  and  no 
provisions  shall  be  allowed  to  be  taken  into  the  Hospital  except 
by  the  permission  of  the  House  Surgeon.  Should  any  visitor  be 
detected  taking  anything  out  of  the  Hospital,  or  introducing 
anything  contrary  to  the  rules,  he  or  she  will  be  strictly  pre¬ 
vented  from  entering  in  future.
